Methed of learning Latin; taken from tke 
Powers of the fervile Letters, the Ufes of tha 
Greck Digammg, and the Caufes of the Latin 
Tongue. “By Gregory Sharpe, L.L. D. Chap- 
lain to bis late Royal Highnefs Frederick Prince 
of Wales. 

The fagacious author thus accounts for 
the motive of his attempting this moit 
ufeful work, and the refult of his labour. 
«* When I publifhed (fays he) the firft 
edition of the letters upon the Hebretv

This unknown gentleman, he acids, 
died in 1704, and was buried during the 
night-time, in St. Paul’s church. yard ;

difappeared when this gentleman was fent 
to. the ifland of St.. Margaret. Mr. de 
Chamillard, fays he, was the laft minifter 
intrufted with this furprifing- fecret ; and 
his fon-in-law, marfhal de la Fuillade, the 
fecond of the name, has told me, that 
when his father-in-law was upon his 
death-bed, he had upon his knees beg- 
ged of him to inform him, who this gen- 
tleman was, who was never known by 
any other name than. that of The man with 
the iron mafk? but his anfwer was, that 
it was-a fecret of ftate which he had 
fworn never to reveal.

S this bill was brought in laft feffion, 
A and the paffing it int6é a law fuf- 
pended, on purpofe that during the recefs, 
it might be maturely confidered, and that 
fuch obje€tions might be made to it, and

fuch alterations, amendments, or additi- — 


ons propofed, as.might render it effectu- 
al for the charitable and falutary ends in- 
tended, an abitracét of it muft not only 
be ufeful but entertaining to all perfons, 
who have any charity or publick fpirit in 
their difpofition ; and if any thing of im- 
portante be communicated to us upon 
the fubjeét, we fhall with pleafure ren- 
der it ‘publick in our future Magazines. 
The preamble fets forth the inconveni- 
ences that have arifen from the unlimited 
power given by law to raife money by 
taxation for-the relief of the poor, and 
from the-laws which authorize the paffing 
of them to their laft place of fettlement s 
therefore the bill ena@ts, 1. That in eve- 
ry county in England and Wales, there 
fall be one corporation, confifting of fuch 
perfons, as shall oblige themfelves to pay, 
and fhall pay, ‘the fums therein -after 
mentioned,; and .in manner therein after 
dire@ted, towards the more effectual relief 
and employment of the poor in every fuch 
county; to have perpetual fucceffion, and 
to be cliled governors of the poor ; swith 
all powers ufual for a corporation. 
2. That the clerk of the peace in each 
county fhould provide a roll of parch- 
ment, with a title, purporting, that.the 
perfons, whofe names were fubfcribed, 
promifed to pay to the *treafurer of the 
faid corporation, when eleéted, the feve- 
ral fums fet againft their names ; and 
fhould permit all perfons to fet their 
names thereunto, and attend for that 
purpofe at all feffions of the peace, or 
of oyer and terminer. 3. That every 
fubfcriber for 5]. or upwards fhould be a 
member of the faid corporation: And, 
4: ‘That as foon as ten fuch had fubfcribed, 
they thould, giving proper notice, appoint 
a-meeting, and by ballot chufe a clerk, 
and alfoa treafurer, who; after giving fe- 
curity, fheuld demand and receive the 
fums fubferibed ; but no perfon after- 
wards to vote or aét until he has paid 
s]. nor to continue a member, if he re- 
fufes to pay 5). for any fucceeding year.

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tend the fame gratis, is to be deemed a 
governor, as alfo the parfon of the pa- 
rifh, if he attends the fick and inftrués 
the poor, otherwife a chaplain to be ap- 
pointed. Then as to the bufinefs of thefe 
corporations, the bill enacts, 1. That in 
two years, at leaft one hofpital thall be 
erected in each county, in which thall

the hofpitals. 2. That 3d. in the pound 
Should be raifed yearly for two years, by 
the overfeers of the poor in each parith, 
according to the ufual method of taxation 
for the poors rates, and applied to the 
fame purpofe, the furplus, ‘if any, to be A 
applied towards maintaining the poor af- 
terwards admitted. 3. That after two 
years 6d. in the pound fhould be after-

And lafily, as moft of our prefent laws 
relating to the poor are by this bill to 
be, from and after Eafter come two years, 
repealed, particularly that of 43 Eliz. 
chap. 2. the bill enaéts, 1. That the C 
church-wardens in every parifh, with 
four, three, or two fubftantial houfehcld- 
ers there, to be nominated yearly in Eaf- 
ter week, or within one month after, by 
two or more juftices of peace of the fame 
liberty, fhould be the overfeers of the 
poor in that parifh. 2. That thefe over- 
feers of the poor fhould in their refpe@tive D 

arifhes, with the confent of two or more 
yuttices of the peace, have, with refpec& 
to the poor, much the fame powers they 
have at prefent ; and fhould colleé and 
apply all voluntary charities, and alfo all 
penalties, and legacies, to the ufe of the 
poor of their re(pective parifhes ; and 
make up and pafs their accounts yearly, 
and deliver the money, &c. in their hands E 
to the next year’s overfeers, within four 
days after their being named. 3. That 
the father or reputed father, grandfather, 
mother, grandmother and children, of 
every poor perfon not able to work, be- 
ing of fufficient ability, fhould maintain 
fuch poor perfon, at the difcretion of the 
juttices, 4. That two juftices, upon com- F 
plaint of the overfeers, thould take order 
for the keeping of any baftard child, by 
charging the mother, or reputed father, 
or each of them, with fo much weekly, 
for that purpofe. 5. That if any unmar- 
ried woman be delivered of, or declare 
_herfelf with child, and voluntarily fwear 
to the father thereof, it fhould be lawful 
for any juftice of that liberty to grantG 
his warrant for apprehending him, and 
to commit him, unlefs he gives fecurity 
to appear at the next quarter feffions. 
And, 6. That no woman fhould be com- 
pelied to be examined before ons month 
after her delivery.

To th AUTHOR of the LONDON 
MAGAZINE. 


T is with great pleafure I have perufed 
I many letters in your paper, writ on 
national topicks ; and cannot too much 
applaud your publick fpirit, in entertain- 
ing us with fuch differtations, whether 
writ by yourfelf, or others. Our coun- 
trymen are lull’d in fo deep a fleep, by 
the Syren, Luxury, that it requires the 
voice of a Stentor to awake them, and 
turn their eyes to their moft folid inte- 
refts ; and therefore, the louder your cries, 
the higher will be your merit. 

But there are fubjeéts, widely different 
from the above hinted at, that alfo re- 
quire your notice ; among which, fuch 
as relate to the improvement of the polite 
arts, Claim the next place ; and, among 
thefe arts, thatof GraMMaAr is very 
worthy of being confidered by you, as 
being the bafis of ail literature. 

It is well known, that the {cience of 
Grammar has exercifed the pens of num- 
berlefs writers ; and is fo abftrufe, come 
plicated, and extenfive in its nature, that 
all the acutenefs of the human mind feems 
neceflary, to difplay (as this ought to be 
done) the various parts of its and efpe- 
cially, to trace its original workings, in 
the building up of that mighty edifice, 
language. 

I have examined fome attempts for this 
noble purpofe, but all with imperieé fa- 
tisfation, till a treatife lately publifhed 
fell into my hands, entitled, 4 Differta- 
tion upon the Origin and Stru€ture of the Latin 
Tongue ; containing a rational and compendiout 
Methed of learning Latin ; taken from the 
Powers of the fervile Letters, the Ufes of the 
Greek Digamma, and the Caufes of the Latin 
Tongue. By Gregory Sharpe, L.L.D. Chap- 
lain to his late Royal | Highnefs Frederick Prince 
of Wales. 

The fagacious author thus accounts for 
the motive of his attempting this moft 
ufeful work, and the refult of his labour. 
*© When I publifhed (fays he) the firft 
edition of the letters upon the Hebrew 
language, having fome remarks, that 
thought were curious, or at leaft uncom- 


mon, 
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mon, upon the Greek, I promifed fome 
time or other to publifh an introduction 
to that language, but never intended to 
write a Latin, Grammar, until apprehen- 
fion and concern for the decay of that; 
tongue, and of all literature with it,| 
made me try at firft, for my own fatif- 
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faction, whether by diftinguifhing the let- 4 


ters of the Roman alphabet, into radical 
and fervile, all the properties of the Latin 
might not be reduced to the changes of 
the fervile letters ; and then the powers of 
thefe letters being known and diftinély 
explained, the Grammar would be com- 
prized in a few notes upon the alphabet. 
The event anfwered my expeétation ; and 
this trial is the fir# form or method of 
Grammar, contained in the firft thirteen 
articles. Our author’s fecond way of 
acquiring an introdu€tion to the Latin 
tongue, is, by general rales of formation ; 
and his third method, by Paradigmata or 
examples.”” He afterwards expatiates 
very largely on thofe fevera] heads, and 
thereby opens to us a field of grammar, 
which, till then, had been undifcovered, 
or not feen in the light in which it is now 
fhewn to us, by this very learned author ; 
who likewife points out in the progrefs 
of his curious treatife, the extenfive ufe, 
in the Latin tongue, of the Greek Di- 
gamma, or double Gamma. 

Some delicate remarks are made by him 
on the Tenfes (page 6.) where he, after 
obferving, that there are three perfect, and 
three imper fel? Tenfes, fays, that ** this di- 
ftin@ion belongs. only to Verbs active, 
and not to the Verb /um: For exiftence, 
[adds he] is inftantaneous, and can be 
confidered only three ways, as paft, pre- 
fent, or future: So that what we call the 
perfects of fum, are no more than exift- 
ence, or being paft, confidered in refpect 
of three points of time.”’ 

The Syntaxis is accounted for (page 41-) 
in a new method ; and proofs given, that 
* no parts of fpeech govern cafes, but 
the prepofitions ; and that, if a Verb is 
faid to govern a cafe, it is becaufe of fome 
prepofition implied in it.” The examples 
given, on this occafion, by the reverend 
author, and his obfervations on them, 
are quite new and curious. He had be- 
fore explained the power of prepofitions, 
and the cafes of nouns, in pale g and 1o. 
He takes notice (page 26.) with his ufual 
fagacity, that “‘ the letter M often termi- 
hates words in Latin, but never in Greek ;

for this letter (adds our author) fhuts theG 


mouth, and the Greeks loved talking more 
than any people upon earth.” And ob- 
ferves elfewhere, that when the firft per- 
fon of any Verb ends in O, it is a con- 
traction of ; and when in M, it is 
from fum ; as the plural wus, from fumus,”" 
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I thall conclude with obferving, that 
our learned author feemed (to me) whilff 
1 was ftudying his book, to have unfolded 
the hidden fprings of Grammar, with fo 
peculiar a fagacity, that he often put me 
in mind of the penetration thewn by our 
immortal JVewéon, in untwifling the rays 
of light,

A Defcription of NOR THAMPTON- 
SHIRE, with a new Mar of the fame. 


OrtuamrrTonsuire has Leicefter- 
thire, Rutlandfhire, and Lincojn- 
fhire on the north, Warwickthire and part 
of Oxfordfhire on the weft, partof Oxford- 
fhire and Buckinghamfhire on the fouth, 
and Bedfordfhire and Huntingdonfhire on 
the eaft. Its greateft length is about 4 
miles, its greateft breadth about 20, Ps 
its circumference about 120 miles. It 
contains §§0,000 acres, is divided into 
20 hundreds, has one city, three parlia- 
ment boroughs, nine other market 
towns, 326 parifhes, and fends 9 mem- 
bers to parliament ; the Knights of the 
fhire in the prefent parliament being Sir 
Edmund Ifham, Bart. and Valentine 
Knightly, Efq; It is bleft with a temperate 
and healthful air, is a fine champain 
country, has a rich and fruitful foil, a- 
bundance of inhabitants, and more no- 
blemens and gentlemens feats and parks 
than any other county of its extent in 
the kingdom. It abounds in corn, paf- 
ture, fheep, and other cattle, wood, pi- 
geons, and falt-petre ; and is well wae 
ter’'d with rivers, the chief of which are 
the Oufe, the Weland, and the Nen. 
Peterborough is a {mall city on the ri- 
ver Nen, 62 computed and 76 meafured 
miles N. W. from London. It was for- 
merly fubje& to an abbot, but king 
Henry VIII, turned the monaftery into a 
cathedral, and made it a bifhop’s fee. 
The dean and chapter, which confifts of 
6 prebendaries, are lords of the manor, 
and eleé all the city officers. It is gor 
verned by a mayor, aldermen and recor- 
der, and fends two members to parlia- 
ment, who at prefent are Edward Wort- 
ley Montague and Matthew Lambe, Efqrs. 
Here is a handfome market-place, and the 
market on Saturday is plentifully fupplied 
with all forts of provifions. It has one pa- 
rifh church, befides the cathedral, which i$ 
very magnificent, its weft front excelling 
all in England for ftatelinefs and column- 
work, In it is a memorandum of one

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age. This city gives title of earl to the 
family of the Mordaunts, who are earls 
both of Peterborough and Monmouth. | 

The boroughs are, 1. Northampton, 
the county town, 34 miles S. W. from 
Peterborough, pleafantly fituate on the 
banks of the Nen, and is one of the 
handfomeft towns in England. The ftreets 
are well laid out, and the houfes very 
compact and neat. It is governed by a 
mayor, recorder, two bailiffs, &c. and 
fends two members to parliament, elected 
by the freemen paying fcot and lot. The 
prefent members are George Compton 
and George Montague, Efqrs. The mar- 
kets are on Wednefdays, Fridays, and Sa- 
turdays ; but tlie laft is the.chief for corn 
and other provifions. It gives title of earl 
to the family of the Comptons. Here 
are four churches, viz. All-Hallows or 
AHl-Saints, St. Peter’s, St. Sepulchre’s, 
andSt.Giles’s ; of which the firft is amoft 
noble ftruéture, in the heart of the town, 
where four fpacious ftreets meet. (See a 
further defcription of this town, in our 
Mag. for 1750, p. 248, where is alfo a 
beautiful Viz w of its fouth-weft profpec.) 

2. Brackley, 15 miles S. W. from 
Northampton, near the head of the Oufe, 
fuppofed to have been the third borough 
erected in England. It is an ancient, 
large town corporate, in which are two 
churches. It is governed by a mayor, 6 
aldermen, and 26 burgeffes, who eleé the 
two parliament-men, who at prefent are 
the Hon. Sewallis Shirley and Richard 
Lyttleton, Efqrs. Its market, which is now 
not very confiderable, is on Wednefdays. 

3. Higham-Ferrers, 24 miles N. E. of 
Brackley, an ancient borough town, plea- 
fantly feated upon a rifing ground, on the 
eaft fide of the Nen. It is fmall, but 
clean, dry and healthful, and has a mar- 
ket on Saturday. It fends one member 
to parliament, chofen by the mayor, al- 
dermen, burgeffes, and commonalty, John 
Hill, Efq; being their prefent reprefenta- 
tive. Here is a free-fchool and an almf- 
houfe. 

Other market-towns are, 1. Oundle, 
12 miles N. E. of Higham-Ferrers, plea- 
fantly feated in a vale on the river Nen, 
by which it is almoft furrounded, and 
over which it has two good ftone bridges. 
It is a handfome, uniform, well-built 
town, and has a very good market on Sa- 
turday. It has a fair church, a free- 
fchool, and an alms-houfe. About two

But now, Sir, with regard to that 
of our preferving ourielves in peace, 
as I have faid already, it is now more 
neceflary for us to do fo, than ever 
it was heretofore ; but fill we are 
to do it with honour, for charaéter 
is as neceflary to a nation as it is to 
a private man. Notwithftanding 
our diftreffed circumftances, we are 
not, for the fake of preferving our- 
felves in peace, to allow our rights 
to be invaded, or our people to be 
infulted by any nation whatfoever ; 
for if it be once found, that we fub- 
mit tamely to indignities of this 
kind, they will be fo often repeated, 
that we muff at lait give up both our 
plantations ard our trade. Jf our 
plantations find that we will not pro- 
tect them, they will feek for, and 
will find protection fomewhere eife :

They mutt give fubfidies in time oi 
peace as well as war, in order to 
tempt, by a prefent interetft, sack 28 
vill be fo tempted, to neglect thei 
future. This diiference is fo mani. 
fett, and fo well underitood by al 
the courts of Et rope, that if we be- 
gin to {ubfidies in time of 
peace, they will beyin to fufpect 
that we have fome other views than 
thofe we fhould have as Eng'ifhmen: 
They will begin to fufpect, that our 
views are not ne ingles, their

Rance of Europe fhould furnifh tha 
family with an opportunity, which 
they may with any probable fuccefs 
I: y hold of Such a ci-cumilarce 
it is the bufinefs of the hou'e of Au- 
ftria, and indeed of every ovher 
prince of the empire, to evaid a- 
gainit with the utmok caution ; but 
it cannot be done by us: All we can 
do, is to fave as much money as we 
can in time of peace, and before 
any fuch circumftance nappens, that 
we may be able to pive ibe greater 
affifance to the houfe of Aullria, in 


cafe it fhould ng re for I fthell 
molt rez dily agree, that it is the in- 
te: cf of this nati on to do all we 
can, without ruining ourfelves, for 
preferving the power of the houfe of 
Aufria. 

This, I fay, Sir, is our intereft; 
but as we have for many years been 
fluctuating in our meafures, I doubt 
much if this intereft will be more 
uriformly purfued i in time to come, 
than it has been in time paft. ‘The 
famous treaty of Hanover, in 1725, 
was a moft remarkable deviation 
from this intercit. Inftead of pre- 
ferving the power of the houtfe of 

uftria, our miniflers then endea- 
voured to propagate the doctrine a- 
broad, as well as at home, that the 
power of the houfe of Auflna was 
beco: ne formidable to tlie 
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of Europe, and that for preferving 
a balance of power, it was become 
neceflary to reduce the power of that 
houfe. But in 1731 we departed 
from this new dogtrine, and fo far 
from thinking any more of reducing 
the power of the houfe of Auftria, 
that we entered into a moft folemn 
engagement for preferving it entire, 
not only to the then Emperor, but 
to his heirs female as well as male ; 
and all this without taking the leaft 
care about preferving the peace of 
Germany, in cafe the Emperor fhould 
die without heirs male. But this 
humour we did not long continue in; 
for in 1734 we allowed the Emperor 
to be attacked by France and Spain, 
without giving him any afliftance, 
tho’ at that time our own particular 
intereft, as well as the general inte- 
reft of Europe, required our joining 
him in that war with all our might. 
I fay, Sir, our own particular inte- 
reft ; for the treatment we had for 
years before met with from Spain, 
and the bad fuccefs of our commil-

had convinced us, that it was im- 
poffible to fettle our difputes with 
that nation in an amicable way ; and 
we had likewile feveral difpuies with 
France, which, tho’ then lurking 
under the afhes of our pufillanimity, 
we might have forefeen, would at 
lait break out into a waaay Both 
thefe dif {putes we had then a fair op- 
mnt for — to our own lik- 
ing ; for, notwith ftanding the neutra 
lity of the Dutch, if we had solned 
in that war with our whole force, I 
believe, no one will doubt, that a 
vigorous and clofe confederacy be- 
tween Mutcovy, Poland, the Empe- 
ror and Empire, and Great-Britain, 
might not in all human probability 


have given the law to the houf e of

Bourbon. But 
the probable fuccets of a war, which, 
] am convinced, would net lave 
happened ? The old cautiovs cardi- 
nal would not have attacked the 
Emperor, nor would the king of 
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Sardinia have joined in the attack, 
if they had not been previoufly af. 
fured, that Great-Britain would, in 
breach of engagements fo lately en- 
tered into, remain a paffive and un- 
concerned beholder of the diftrefs of 
her ally the Emperor. 

Tt was our paflivity at that time, 
Sir, that laid the foundation of the 
laft war, and of all the misfortunes 
that have fince been brought upon 
the houfe of Auftria. The powers 
upon the continent, and particularly 
the princes of Germany, had formed 
fuch a defpicable opinion of our 
conduét, that upon the death of the 
Emperor it became eafy for the 
French to form a confederacy againft 
the queen of Hungary, and impof- 
fible for her to form any confederacy 
for her fupport ; and if the king of 
Sardinia had not aéted a more bold 
and refolute part than we did at the 
beginning of that war, that princefs 
mutt have offered a carte-blanche to 
the French, before fhe received any 
effeftual affiftance from us. Nay, 
notwithftanding the wonders per- 
formed by her brave Hungarians, [ 
am apt to believe, that her fafety 
was chiefly owing to the fears the 
French were under of raifing the 
power of Bavaria too high in "Ger- 
many, ard that of Spain too high in 
Italy. ‘The French are wife enough 
to know, that the friendfhip of 
princes does not depend upon fer- 
vices performed, but upon thofe that 
are to be performed ; and they fore- 
faw, that if the houfes of Bavaria 
and Spain fhould be raifed fo high, 
i rivalfhip taken away, by de- 
priving the former of all dominion 
in Italy, they would probably join 
together for reducing the power of 
France, as foon as the latter had loft 
all hopes of fucceeding to that crown. 
For this reafon they would gladly 
have come to a compromife with the 
gueen of Hungiry, and wonld have 
left her a conkderable part of her 
dominions both in Germany and 
Italy ; but as the difdained to fab- 
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mit to any compromife, it difcon- 
certed all their fchemes ; and after 
the treaty of peace between her and 
Prufia, it was not in their power 
to force her to a compromile, or to 
ftrip her of her dominions. 

‘Thus, Sir, ever fiuce the year 
725, or rather ever fince the year 
1720, our politicks have been fluc- 
tuating between pulling down and 
preferving the power of the houfe 
of Auftria: I with they may do fo 
no longer ; but I muft obferve, that 
the power of the houfe of Au&ria de- 
pends, in a great meafure, upon the 
union of the Germanick body, which 
wnion will be difiolved the moment 
we begin to fupport that houfe in any 
acis of injuftice, or any incroach- 
ments upon the conftitution and li- 
berties of the empire, efpecially the 
free choice of an emperor. In my 
Cpinion, it is for the interct of 
Germany to have the archduke Jo- 
jeph chofen king of the Romans as 
{oon as poflibie, and this feems to be 
the opinion of moft gentlemen that

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thofe that are peaceably inclined, 
and an army ready to repel any at- 
tack; and if there be any member 
of that confederacy that can furnith 
troops, but cannot {pare the expence 
of keeping them in continual pay, 
the other members of the confe- 
deracy muft affit him even in time 
of peace to do fo ; for if they have 
no army ready, the chief members 
of the confederacy may be {fwal- 
lowed up before the reft can come 
to their afliftance. It was by this 
neglect, that France got fo many ad- 
vantages in the laft century ; for 
they had always a great army ready, 
and they made ufe of that army 
every now and then to extend their 
conquetts ; becaufe they knew that 
there was no confederacy properly 
formed, nor any army ready to 
prevent or oppofe their ambitious 
fchemes. It was by this negleét, 
that they got peaceable poffeffion of 
Spain in the beginning of the pre- 
fent century ; for if there had been 
a confederacy properly formed, and 
an army ready to have entered up- 
on action, I believe, neither the Dutch 
nor we would ever have acknow- 
ledged Philip as king of Spain ; nor 
would they have ventured to have 
fent fuch a body of their troops into 
that kingdom. What happened at 
that time, plainly fhews, how ridi- 
culous it is to make treaties or re- 
gulations for preferving the peace 
of Europe, unlefs a fufficient army 
be kept in readinefs for enforcing the 
obfervance of them. 

As to the peace of Europe, Sir, I 
find the noble lord feems to doubt 
whether it be our intereft to preferve 
it, and I fhould join with him, if I 
thought, that any war could now 
happen in Europe, without endan- 
gering the balance of power; but 
even his lordfhip acknowledges, that 
it is our intereit to prevent its being 
in the power of any prince upon 
the continent to render all the refi 
dependent upon him ; and as this 
may now be the confequence of any 
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war that does happen, I muft be of 
Opinion, that, even asa trading nati- 
on, it is our intereft to endeavour all 
we can to preferve the peace of Eu- 
rope, becaufe it is fafer and better 
for us to contend in peace for the 
balance of trade, than to contend in 
war for the balance of power. In 
a pacifick contention for trade we 
have many natural advantages, and 
as the events do not depend upon 
chance, nor upon the conduét of any 
but ourfeives, we may make fure of 
victory, if it is not our own fault ; 
but in a warlike contention for power 
with any prince upon the continent, 
we muft always labour under the 
difadvantage of the war’s being more 
expenfive to us than to him, and as 
every event depends not only upon 
chance, but upon the conduét of our 
allies, no conduct of ours can fecure 
us the victory. 

lt isevident therefore, Sir, that it 
is Our intereft to have the peace of 
Kiurope preferved, and as we cannot 
do this by ourfelves alone, we mutt 
unite with thofe powers upon the 
continent, who are the leaft to be 
{afpected of forming ambitious pro- 
jects, or of making unjuft incroach- 
ments upon their neighbours; and 
fuch we muft reckon the Dutch and 
the empire of Germany, both from 
the experience of their late condué, 
and from the nature of their form 
of government. Thefe are our mof 
proper, our moft natural allies ; and 
it is our bufinefs to contribute, as 
much as we can, towards their being 
ufeful allies, that is to fay, towards 
their being in a condition to a& with 
vigour. [lxperience has fhewn, that 
the Dutch act with moft vigour un- 
der a fladtholder, which condition 
fortune has put them into, I believe, 
without much of our affiftance. Will 
any gentleman fay, that the empire 
of Germany is in a condition to 
a&t with fuch vigour when the Im- 
perial. throne is vacant, as when it 
is full? The laws of the empire, I 
own, are the fame in both cafes. 
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But can it be faid, that it is.as eafy 
to carry them into execution in the 
one cafe as the other? Did we ever 
hear of any one’s being put to the 
ban of the empire under the vicars ? 
Has not the empire always been in 
confufion, and the laws without ef- 
feét, during a vacancy of the Im- 
perial throne? Is it not, therefore, 
our intereft to prevent the empire’s 
being in that condition, if poflible ? 
This is fo evident, that the noble lord 
himfelf was forced to acknowledge 
the reétitude of the object of this 
treaty. But fays he, the Ele¢toral 
princes of the empire will, for their 
own fakes, provide againft this event: 
Their own intereft will induce them 
to do fo without any fubfidy from 
us. Sir, have we not had a very 
late, and a very fatal example to the 
contrary ? Moft people, I fhall allow, 
are governed by their intereft ; but 
they often miftake their intereit, and 
are often fo blinded by a trifling im- 
mediate intereft, as to act in direé 

oppofition to a much more confidera- 
ble intereft that is remote. 
tereft is not therefore always to be 
trufted to ; and a very confummate 
politician of the laft age, who was 
concerned in many foreign negotia- 
tions, has told us, that we are never 
to judge of what a court will do, 
from confidering what it is their in- 
tereft to do. For this reafon, in op- 
pofition to the noble lord’s maxim, 
I rauft lay it down as a maxim, thar 
it may be often neceflary for us to 
give fubfidies in time of peace, in 
order to form and keep united a pro- 


per confederacy for preventing a F 


war; and for this purpofe nothing 
can at prefent be fo effectual as that 
of getting the archduke Jofeph 
chofen king of the Romans. 

This, Sir, will eftablith the peace 
and reftore the vigour of the Ger- 


manick body. It will make another G 


prince of the empire much more 
tractable ; and if we can prevail 
with the court of Vienna to lay 
alide all defigns of revindicating, it 
April, 1752. 
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will fo firmly unite that great body, 
that we can have nothing to fear for 
many years to come, efpecially as 
another great empire is now, and 
likely to remain, in clofe confedera- 
cy with the houfe of Auftria. By 
Sir, we fhall have a 
moft powerful confederacy formed 
for preferving the peace of Europe ; 
but then this confederacy, great as 
it is, wil fignify nothing againit a 
fudden attack, unlefs numerous ar- 
mies be kept in continual pay ; and 
as the houfe of Auftria muft employ 
moft of its troops in Hungary and 
Italy, a great part of thofe armies 
muft be kept on foot by the other 
princes of the empire, who are not 
able to do fo without fome afliftance 
from’ the Dutch and us ; which is 
another reafon, that may often render 
it neceflary for us to give {ublidies 
even in time of peace, Surely, it 
is more prudent in us to grant fub- 
fidies to foreign princes, for keeping 
up a number of troops for the fer- 
vice of the common caufe of Eu- 
rope, than to keep fuch numerous 
armies of our own here at home, as 
might be of the moft dangerous con- 
fequence to our conftitution ; and if 
by this means we can fecure their 
concurrence in any other meafure, 
that may be neceflary for preferving 
the balance of power, do not we 

thereby gain a double advantage ? 
Whether it may or may not be 
neceflary to grant any more fubfidies 
upon this occafion, is what I fhall 
not pretend to foretel. But if it 
fhould be neceflary, and we fhould 
thereby get the archduke Joieph 
chofen king of the Romans, and a 
number of good troops kept always 
ready at our call, I fhall think the 
money well beftowed. I am very 
{ure, his majefty will not put his peo- 
ple to any further charge upon this 
head, unlefs he fees it 2bfolutely ne- 
ceilary ; and if I fhould then hap- 
pen to be of a different opinion, it 
will be with the utmoft difiidence 
that I fhall declare it. But, Sir, I

can never be of the opinion, which 
fome gentlemen feem to be of, that 
it is impracticable to get the arch- 
duke chofen king of the Romans 
whilft his father is alive and in good 
health, becaufe of its being, as they

As to Denmarlx, Sir, I know no 
particular reafon why we fhould grant 
a fubfidy to that crown, rather than 
to any other prince that can furnifh 
us with as good troops, and as ma- 
ny as we have occafion for; and 
the behaviour of that court in the 
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preventing of future dangers, or the 
preventing of a vaft future expence, 
is never admitted as an excufe for 
the moft trifling prefent expence ; 
and I muft obferve, that what the 
noble lord faid about his neighbour's 


A offering him money to repair his

late war, cannot, furely, be an argu- D 


ment for our putting our traft in 
them a fecond time. But that be- 
haviour was not owing to any mif- 
conduct in us: We were fairly out- 
bid: A higher price was offered 
from another quarter, than we 
thought the thing to be purchafed 
deferved ; and thefe who had then 
the influence at that court, thought 
proper to prefer the prefent advan- 
tage to every future confideration ; 
but the king himfelf repented fo 
heartily of what had been done, that 
I believe it haftened his death. And 
Iam very fure, if we had engaged 
to give him what was offered by 
aur antagonift, it would have been 
loudly exclaimed againit by fome 
gentiemen in this affembly, who 
never ought to find fault with our 


refuling to give, becaufe they are fo G 


ready to find fault with our agree- 

ing to give a fubfidy to any foreign 

power, or for any confideration. 
With fuch gentlemen, Sir, the

houfe, was not at all appofite to the 
prefent queftion. ‘To have made it 
fo, he fhould have fuppofed, that 
his neighbour’s: houfe was adjoining 
to his, and that the fall of the one 
would almoft certainly occafion the 
fall of the other; in which cafe, if 
his neighbour had no way to force 
him to repair his houfe, it would be 
prudence in him to repair it for him, 
rather than let it tumble, and there- 
by pull his own houfe along with 
it. Even this does not come up to the 
queftion now before us ; for all thofe 
concerned in the fame intereft are 
willing to bear as great a fhare of 
the expence as they can ; and asa 
vacancy in the Imperial throne is 
now, I may fay, the only chance 
againft our continuing in peace for a 
great number of years, as that va- 
cancy, fhould it hapnen, would cer- 
tainly put us to an infinite expence, 
it would be the height of madnefs 
in us to refufe putting ourfelves to a 
fmall expence for preventing it. | If 
by fo doing we can get the archduke 
chofen king of the Romans, it is to 
be hoped, that before a new war 
happens, we fhall be able to get rid 
of a great part of the debt we at 
prefent labour under, 

The confummate wifdom of an 
Hon. gentleman near me has, not- 
withfanding a moft felfiih oppofition, 
brougit a {cheme to bear, that in a 
very few years will greatly increafe 
our finking fund. By means of that 
fund, Sir, by ceconomy in our do- 
meitick affairs, and by making the 
moit of our publick revenue, we 
fhail be able to pay off a very large 
fum yearly ; and our ability to do fo 
will increafe yearly in proportion, 
efpecially if we take proper methods 
to put an end to all finuggling, 1 
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was not in the houfe when the famous 
excife c:eme was brought upon the car- 
pet: If I had, 1 fhould probably have 
been induced by the general but ground- 
lefs clamour to have joined with thofe that 
oppofed it ; but I have of late feen fo 
much of the deceit of popular clamours, 
and of the artful furmifes upon which they 
are gencrally founded ; and I am fo fully 
convinced of the benefits we fhould reap 
by preventing all forts of unfair trade, 
that if ever any fuch fcheme be again of- 
fered, whilit 1 have a feat in this affembly, 
I '+l:eve I fhall be as heartily for it, as I 
am for the motion now under our confi- 
deration.

Obfervations or PrerocaTivt, Power 
B and Lizerty. By GEORGE SAVILE, 
Marquifs of Hair ax. 


Prerogative that tendeth to the dif- 
folution of all laws muft be void in 
itfelf, fel de fe; for a prerogative is a 
law. ‘The reafon of any law is, that no 
man’s will fhould be a law. 
The king-is the life of the law, and 
C cannot have a prerogative that is mortal 
to it. 
The law is to have a foul in it, or it is 
a dead thing. The king is by his fove- 
reign power to add warmth and vigour 
to the meaning of the law. We are by 
no means to imagine there is fuch an an- 
tipathy between them, that the preroga- 
tive, hike a bafilifk, is to kill the law, 


D whenever it locks upon it. 


The prince hath very rarely ufe of his 
prerogative, but hath conftantly a great 
advantage by the laws. 

The people’s obedience muft be plain, 
and without evafions. The prince’s pre- 
rogative fhould be fo too. 

King Charles I. made this anfwer to 
the petition of right, (to the obfervation 
whereof he held himfelf obliged in con- 
fcience, as well as of his prerogative,) 
“‘ That the people’s liberties ftrengthen 
the king’s prerogative, and the king’s 
prerogative is to defend the people’s li- 
berties.”” 

That prince’s declarations allow the 
original of government to come from the 


F people. Prerogative never yet pretended 


to repealing. 

The firft ground of prerogative’ was to 
enable the prince to do gocd, not to do 
every thing. 

If the ground of a king’s defire of 
power be his affurance of himfelf, that he 
will do no hurt by it ; is it not an ar- 


G gument for fubjects to defire to keep that 


which they will never abufe ? 
It muit not be fuch a prerogative as 

giveth the government the rickets ; all 

the nourifhment to go to the upper part, 

and the lower ftarved. 

As 
























As a prince is in danger, who calleth a 
ftronger than himfelf to his affiftance ; fo 
when prerogative ufeth neceffity for an ar- 
gument, it calleth in a ftronger thing than 
itfelf. The fame reafon may overturn it. 
Neceffity too is fo plain a thing, that eve- 
ry body fees it, fo that the magiftrate 


hath no great privilege in being the judge A 


of it. Neceffity, therefore, is a dangerous 
argument for princes, fince (wherever it 
is real) it conftitutes every man a magi- 
ftrate, and gives as great a power of dif- 
penfing to every private man, as a prince 
can claim. 

It is not fo proper to fay, that prero- 
gative juftifieth force, as that force fup- 
porteth prerogative. They have not been 
fuch conftant friends, but that they have 
had terrible fallings out. 

All powers are of God ; and between 
permiffion and appointment, weil confidered, 
there is no real difference. 

In a limited monarchy, prerogative and 
liberty are as jealous of one another, as 
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who underftand what it is, there would 
not be many free men in the world. 

When the people contend for their li- 
berty, they feldom get any thing by their 
victory but new mafters. 

Liberty can neither be got, nor kept, 
but by fo much care, that mankind ge- 
nerally are unwilling to give the price for 
it. And therefore, in the conteft be- 
tween eafe and liberty, the firft hath ge- 
nerally prevailed.

ETTER VII. contains a fketch of 

the ftate and hiftory of Europe from 
the Pyrenean treaty in 1659, to the year 
1688 ; and by way of introduétion he ex- 
amines the different circumftances of Eu- 
rope in the reign of the emperor Charles 
V. and Lewis XIV. of France ; as alfo 


any two neighbouring ftates can be of C the conduét of cardinal Richlieu, who, he 


their refpeftive incroachments. 

They ought not to part for fmall bick- 
erings, and muft bear little jealoufies 
without breaking for them. 

Power is fo apt to be infolent, and 
liberty to be faucy, that they are very 
feldom upon good terms. 

They are both fo quarrelfome, that they 
will not eafily enter into a fair treaty. 
For, indeed, it is hard to bring them to- 
gether ; they ever quarrel at a diftance. 

Power and liberty are refpectively ma- 
naged in the world in a manner not 
fuitable to their value and dignity. 

They are both fo abufed, that it juftifi- 
eth the fatires that are generally made 
upon them. And 

They are fo in poffeffion of being mif- 
applied, that inftead of cenfuring their 
being abufed, it is more reafonable to 
wonder whenever they are not fo. 

They are perpetually wreftling, and 
have had their turns, when they have been 
thrown, to have their bones troken by it. 

If they were not both apt to be out 
of breath, there would be no living. 

If prerogative will urge reafon to fup- 
port it, it muft bear reafon when it re- 
fifteth it. 

It is a diminution inftead of a glory, 
to be above treating upon equal terms 
with reafon. 

If the people were defigned to be the 


fole property of the fupream magittrate, G 


fure, God Would have made them of a dif- 
fering and fubordinate fpecies ; as he hath 
the beafts, that by the inferiority of their 
nature they might the better fubmit to 
the dominion of mankind. 

If none were to have liberty but thofe 


fays, laid the foundations, and of cardinal 
Mazarine, who built the fuperftruture of 
the French greatnefs. Upon this laft fub- 
ject he takes particular notice of the Dutch 
deferting France, and concluding a fepa- 
rate peace with Spain at Munfter, in 1648, 
the true reafon of which he thinks was, 
becaufe the Dutch began to fee, that the 
houfe of Auftria was then nothing more 
than the fhadow of a great name, and 
that the houfe of Bourbon was advancing 
to an exorbitant degree of power. This, 
he fays, was forefeen by our Charles I. 
but Cromwell either did not-forefee it, or 
was induced by reafons of private intereft 
to act againft the general intereft of Eu- 
rope ; for to him chiefly it was owing 
that the Spaniards were forced into the 
Pyrenean treaty, which laid the foundati- 
on of all the difturbances fince. Upon 
this occafion our author gives the follow- 
ing charaéter of Lewis XIV. 

“* He had acquired habits of fecrecy 
and method, in bufinefs ; of referve, dif- 
cretion, decency, and dignity, in behavi- 
our ; if he was not the greateft king, he 
was the beft actor of majefty at leaft that 
ever filled a throne. He by no means 
wanted that courage which is commonly 
called bravery, tho’ the want of it was 
imputed to him in the midft of his great- 
eft triumphs: Nor that other courage, 
lefs oftentatious and more rarely found, 
calm, fteady, perfevering refolution ; 
which feems to arife lefs from the temper 
of the body, and is therefore called cou- 
rage of the mind. He had them both, 
moft certainly, and I could produce un- 
queftionable anecdotes in proof. He was, 

in 
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ey one word, much fuperior to any prince 
with whom he had to do, when he began 
to govern.’’ 

Our author then fhews, that though 
Lewis at the Pyrenean treaty renounced th 
faccattion of Spain, he from that time 


continued to aét fyftematically upon the 
contrary principle, which fhould have giv- A 
en an immediate alarm to the reft of Eu- 
rope ; and with refpedt to Germ ny, Eng- 
land and Holland, he explait 1ins the reafons 


why it did not, parti ularly as to the 
Dutch, of whorn he obferves, that fobn 
de Wit renewed with the marthal 
d'Eftrades a proyct of dividing the Spa- 
nith Netherlands between France and Hol- 
Band, that had been taken up formerly, 
when Richlieu made ufe of it to flatter 
their ambiticn, and to engage them to 
** A pro- 
jet, fays he, not unlike to that which 
was he'd out to them by the famous pre- 
Jiminaries, and the extravagant barrier 
treaty, in 17093; and which engazed them 


prolong the war againft Spain. 


to continue a war on the 
ambition, into which they had entered 
with more reafonable and more mode- 
rate views.” 

He next examines the treaties of Aix-la- 
Chapelle in 1668, and that at Nimeghen 
in 1678; and he ftates all the reafons 
the Dutch had for deferting their allies, 
and cing ping up a feparate peace with 
France at Nimeghen. “ If thefe are fuf- 
ficient, jays he, they fhould not have aé- 
ed, for decency’s fake, as well as out of 
good policy, the part they did a@tin :711, 


1s the late queen, who 


had complaints of the fame kind, ina 
much hicher degreeand withcircumftances 
ruch more argravating, to make of them, 
of the emperor, and of al] the princes of 
Germany, and who was far from treat- 
ing them and their other allies at that 


time, as they treated Spain and their 


other allies in 1678.”’ 

And he concludes this letter with thew. 
ing how the ambitious and oppreffive 
concuct of France occafioned that con- 
federacy, which was formed againft her 
foon after the revolution, and how the 
opprefiive conduct of the court of Vien- 
na towards the Hungarians has made the 
houfe of Auitria a clog upon the com- 
mon caufe in many intlanccs, and of con- 
Aiderable affittance to it in none. 

Letter VIil. In this Jetter the fame 
fubje&t is continued from the year 1688, 


and he begins with thewing the caufesG 


of the bad fuccefs of the war in king 
William’s reign, and the neceffity he 
was under to conclude the peace at Ryf- 
wick, and afterwards to agree to the two 
partition treaties ; which neceffity was 
chicfly owing to the conduét of the court 
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of Vienna, one inftance of which he par- 
ticularly mentions ; for the then king of 
Spain, he fays, was ready to declare the 
archduke Charles his fucceffor, and a&tu- 
ally defired that he fhould be fent into 
Spain, with 12000 German troops to 
fupport his fucceffion, and offered to con- 
tribute to the payment of thefe troops 
privately ; becaufe it would have been 
too impopular among the Spaniards, and 
too prejudicial to the Auftrian intereft, 
to have had it known, that the emperor 
declined the payment of a body of his 
own troops, tiiat were demanded to fe- 
cure that monarchy to his fon. But this 
falutary propofition the court of Vienna 
rejected, and by this and the difarming 
humour that prevailed here, he fays, king 
Wiiliam was forced into the partition 
treaties, tho’ it is undeniable, that, by 
confenting to a partition of the Spanith 
monarchy, he threw the Spaniards into 
the arms of France, which produced the 
will in favour of tlie duke of Anjou. 
The acceptance of this will by France, 
and fome impolitick and unnecefiary fteps 
afterwards taken by her, produced the 
coniederacy in 17013; but he obferves, 
that tho” kine William wifely determined 
to engage in a war with France and Spain, 
yet the fame good policy that determin- 
ed him to engage, determined him not 
to engage too deeply. Therefore the en- 
gagement taken in the grand alliance was 
only, ** To procure an equitable and rea- 
fonable fatisfa@tion to his Imperial maje- 
fty for his pretenfion tu the Spanith fuc- 
ceffion ; and fufficient fecurity to the king 
of England, and the ftates general, for 
their dominions, and for the navigation 
and commerce of their fubjects, and to 


E prevent the union of the two monarchies 


of France and Spain.” 

The principles of good poliey in this 
encagement he juttifies at fulllength, and 
he fhews, that upon thefe pr rinciples we 
might have wy la peace in 1706 ; but we 
foon departed from them, and undertook 
not only to reduce France but to conquer 
Spain, in which, had we fucceeded, we 
fhould have expofed the balance ef pow- 
er to deviations, and the pea ce of Europe 
to troubles, not inferior to thofe that the 
war was deligned, when it begun, to pre- 
vent. He then fhews the ridiculoufnefs 
of this new plan, and that even thofe 
who embraced it, were not really in earns 
eft, but only made it a pretence for con- 
tinuing the war ; and thatin 1710, even 
general Stanhope himfelf thought the con- 
gueft of Spain impracticable. 

“ Was it potlible, after this, fays our 
author, to think in good earneft of con- 
quering Spain, and could they be in good 
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earneft, who continued to hold the fame 
Janguage, and to infift on the fame mea- 
fures ? Could they be fo in the following 
year, when the emperor Jofeph died ? 
Charles was become then the fole furviving 
male of the houfe of Auftria, and fuc- 
ceeded to the empire as well as to all the 
iereditary dominions of that family. 
Could they be in earneft, who maintain- 
ed even in this conjunéture, “ that no 
peace could be fafe, honourable, or laft- 
ing, fo tong as the kingdom of Spain and 
the Weft-Indies remained in the pofiefii- 
on of any branch of the houfe of Bour- 
bon ? Did they mean that Charles fhould 
be Emperor and king of Spain ? In this 
project they would have had the allies 
againft them. Did they mean to call the 
duke of Savoy to the crown of Spain, or to 
beftow it on fome other prince ? In this 
project they would have had his imperial 
majefty againit them. In either cafe the 
confederacy would have been broken : 
And how then would they have conti- 
nued the war ? Did they mean nothing, 
or did they mean fomething more than 
they owned, &c ?”’ 

He adds a good deal more to fhew the 
impoffibility of protraéting the war with 
any hopes of advantage ; and then, after 
fome remarks upon the conduct of the 
whigs before and fince the revolution, he 
adds thus: ** In the adminiftrations that 
preceded the revolution, trade had flou- 
rifhed, and our nation had grown opulent; 
but the general intereft of Europe had 
been too much neglected by us ; and fla- 
very, under the umbrage of prerogative, 
had been well nigh eftablifhed among us. 
In thofe that have followed, taxes upon 
taxes, and debts upon debts, have been 
perpetually accumulated, till a {mall num- 
ber of families have grown into immenfe 
wealth, and national beggary has been 
brought upon us, under the fpecious pre- 
tences of fupporting a common caufe a- 
gainft France, reducing her exorbitant 
power, and poizing that of Europe more 
equally in the publick balance: Lauda- 
ble defigns, no doubt, as far as they wer 
real, but fuch as, being converted into 
mere pretences, have been produttive of 
much evil; fome of which we feel and 
have long felt, and fome will extend its 
confequences to our lateft pofterity. 
The reign of prerogative was fhort: 
And the evils and the dangers to which 
we were expofed by it, ended with it. 
But the reign of falfe and fquandering po- 
licy has lafted long, it lafts ftill, and 
will finaily compleat our ruin. Begeary 
has been the confequence of flavery in 
fome countries : Slavery will be probably 
the confequence of beggary in ours ; and 
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if it is fo, we know at whofe door te 
tay it, &c.”° 

Then, after fome reflections upon the 
neceflity we were under to conclude a 
peace, and the dangers they who fhould 
undertake it, would be expofed to, by 
that party who had nurfed, and been 
nurfed by the war; which, he fays, he 
plainly forefaw, but in duty to his coun- 
try refolved toencounter, he acknowled¢’- 
es, that the power of France was not by 
the treaty of Utrecht fo much reduced as 
it ought to have been; but that its not 
being fo reduced, was owing to thofe who 
oppofed, and not to thofe who made the 
peace, isnow nowhere, he fays, a doubt, 
except in Britifh pamphlets ; for, fays 
he, “ The queen was to the utmoft de- 
gree defirous to treat im a perfect union 
with her allies, and to procure them all 
the reafonable terms they could expeé ; 
and much better than thofe they reduced 
themfelves to the neceffity of accepting, 
by endeavouring to wreft the negotiat)- 
on out of her hands. The difunion of 
the allies gave France the advantages the 
improved. The fule queftion is, who 
caufed this difunion ? and that will be 
eafily decided by every impartial man, 
who informs himfelf carefully of the pub- 
lick anecdotes of that time. If the pri- 
vate anecdotes were to be laid open as 
well as thofe, and I think it almoft time 
they fhould, the whole monftrous fcene 
would appear, and fhock the eye of eve- 
ry honett man.” 

Some of the publick anecdotes he men- 
tions, fuch as, ‘* 1. That when the firft 
overtures of peace were made to the queen, 
and before fhe had fo much as begun to’ 
treat, a moft violent oppofition was form- 
ed by the Germans and Dutch, in league 
with a party here ; and was therefore an 
oppofition not to this or that plan of trea- 
ty, but in truth to all treaty ; and efpe- 
cially to one wherein Great-Britain took 
the lead, or was to have any particular 
advantage. 2. That the minifters of fome 
of the allies had in plain terms declared 
to our miniiters, that their mafters would 
not confent that the Imperial and Spa- 
nifh crowns fhould unite on the fame 
head ; and yet prince Eugene, when he 
came here, upon an errand moft unwor- 
thy of fo great a man, always infifted up- 
on the emperor’s being made king of 
Spzin. 3. ‘That the Dutch offered to de- 
clare, That they were ready to enter in- 
to the queen’s meafures, and that they 
were refolved not to continue the war for 
the recovery of Spain, provided the quetn 
would confent that they fhould garifon 
Gibraltar and Portmahon jointly with us, 
and fhare equally the Affiento, the fouth- 
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fea fhip, and whatever fhould be granted 
by the Spaniards to the queen and her 
fubje@ts. 4. That towards the end of 
the year 1711, the Dutch refufed to rati- 
fy a treaty their minifter had figned here, 
by which the queen united herfelf more 
clofely than ever to them; engaging to 
purfue the war, to conclude the peace, 
and to guaranty it, when concluded, 
jointly with them, Provided they would 
keep the engagements they had taken 
with her, and the conditions of propor- 
tionate expence under which our nation 
had entered into the war. 5. That as 
the feafon for taking the field advanced 
fn 1712, the league (meaning the Ger- 
mans and Dutch with their party here in 
England) propofed to defeat the fuccefs of 
the congrefs (at Utrecht) by the events of 
the campaign. But inftead of defeating 
the fuccefs of the congrefs, the events of 
the campaign ferved only to turn this fuc- 
cefs in favour of France. At the begin- 
ming of the year, the queen and the ftates, 
in concert, might have given the law to 
friend and foe, with great advantage to 
the former ; and with fuch a detriment 
to the latter, as the caufes of the war 
rendered juft, the events of it reafonable, 
and the objeéts of it neceffary. At the 
end of the year, the allies were no longer 
in a ftate of giving, nor the French of 
receiving the law; and the Dutch had 
recourfe to the queen’s good offices, 
when they could oppofe and durft infult 
her no longer. Even then thefe offices 
were employed with zeal, and with fome 
effect, for them.” 

He then enters into an examination of 
our conduét during the compaign in 1712, 
particularly the order fent to the duke of 
Ormond, “ not to engage in any fiege, 
nor hazard a battle, till further order ;” 
and the feparate fufpenfion of arms we 
prefently after concluded ; and tho’, as 
he fays, he was not in council when that 
order was refolved on, and if he had, 
fhould probably have been againit it, yet 
he juftifies it frou feveral fimilar inftances 
in the condu& both of the emperor and 
the Dutch in the courfe of the war; and 
as the allies knew, that the queen was 
refolved to agree to a fufpenfion of arms 
for two months, as foon as Dunkirk was 
put into her hands, which was then ex- 
pected, they fhould, inftead of rifking a 
defeat, have taken that opportunity to 
renew their union and good underftanding

with her, efpecially as they knew, that G 


fhe would have gone more than half way 
to meet them ; but they continued to act 
like froward children, or like men drunk 
with refentment and paffion ; and fuch 
will the condué& be of the wifeft govern- 
Ments in every circumftance, where a 





April 
fpirit of faétion and of private intereft 
prevails, among thofe who are at the head, 
over reafon of ftate. 

He fhews next how little reafon the 
Germans and Dutch had to expect fuccefs 
in the war, after the queen had concluded 
a fufpenfion of arms; and that they 
could have nothing in their thoughts but 
to break at any rate, and at any rifque, 
the negotiations that were begun, and to 
reduce Great-Biitain to the neceffity of 
continuing, what fhe had been too long, 
a province of the confederacy; and a pro- 
vince too not one of the beft treated, 
From hence he takes occafion to examine 
the queftion, whether it would not have 
been better to have concluded a feparate 
treaty of peace, when we concluded a 
feparate fufpenfion of arms; and he 
gives very ftrong reafons for the affirma- 
tive ; but this was prevented by the de- 
fire the queen had to treat in concert 
with her confederates, in which we fhew- 
ed ourfelves better allies than politicians, 
This may be made an objeétion to the 
conduét of the queen and her minifters, 
in the courfe of this great affair. ‘ But, 
fays he, the principles on which they 
proceeded were honeft, the means they 
ufed were lawful, and the event they pros 
pofed to bring about was juft. Whereas 
the very foundation of all the oppofition 
to the peace was laid in injuftice and folly: 
For what could be more unjuft, than the 
attempt of the Dutch and the Germans, 
to force the queen to continue a war for 
their private intereft and ambition, the 
difproportionate expence of which op- 
preffed the commerce of her fubjeéts, and 
loaded them with debts for ages yet to 
come ? A war, the obje& of which was 
fo changed, that from the year 1711, fhe 
made it not only without any engage- 
ment, but againft her own and the com- 
mon intereft. What could be more fools 
ifh ; you will think that I foften the term 
too much, and you will be in the right to 
think fo ; what could be more foolifh, 
than the attempt of a party in Britain, 
to protraét a war fo ruinous to their 
country, without any reafon that they 
durft avow, except that of wreaking the 
refentment of Europe on France, and that 
of uniting the Imperial and Spanifh 
crowns on an Auftrian head ? One of 
which was to purchafe revenge at a price 
too dear ; and the other was to expofe 
the liberties of Europe to new dangers, 
by the conclufion of a war which had 
been made to aifert and fectire them ?”’ 

He afterwards makes this remark : 
“ A rage of warring potieffed a party in 
our nation till the death of the late queen: 
A rage of negotiating has poffeiied the 
fame 
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fame party of men ever fince. 
feen the confequences of one: You fee 


You have 


actually thofe of the other. The rage of 
warring confirmed the beggary of our na- 
tion, which began as early as the revolu- 
tion ; but then it gave, in the laft war, 
reputation to our arms, and our councils 
too.—---—-The rage of negotiating has 
been a chargeable rage likewife, at leatt 
as chargeable in its proportion. Far from 
paying our debts, contracted in war, they 
continue much the fame, after 23 years 
of peace. The taxes that opprefs our 
mercantile intereft the moft, are ftill in 
mortgage ; and thofe that opprefs the 
landed intereft the moft, inftead of being 
Jaid on extraordinary occafions, are be- 
come the ordinary funds for the current 
fervice of every year.-——-—The rage of 
negotiating begin 20 years ago, under 
pretence of confummiating the treaty of 
Utrecht: And, irom that time to this, 
our minifters have been in one perpetual 
maze. They have made them/elves and 
us, often, the objects of averfion to the 
powers on the continent: And we are 
become at Jaft obje&ts of contempt, even 
to the Spaniards.”’ 

A little atter, he adds this remark : 
“ Qur nation inhabits an ifland, and is 
one of the principal nations in Europe ; 
but, to maintain th 


any 


ve muft take 
the advantages of this fituation, which 
have been neziccted by us for almoft half 
acentury : We muft always remember, 
that we are not part of the continent, but 
we muft never forget that we are neigh- 
bours to it.”’ 

And after a few obfervations upon the 
change that has been produced in our 
conftitution, and even in the chara@ter of 
our nation, within the laft three or four 
generations, he concludes this his laft let- 
ter to the noble lord abovementioned, as 
follows : ‘* Whatever errors I may have 
committed in publick life, I have always 
loved my country : Whatever faults may 
be objeéted to me in private life, I have 
always loved my freind : Whatever ufage 
I have received from my country, it fhall 
never make me break with her : What- 
ever ufage I have received from my friends, 
I never fhal! break with one of them, 
while I think him a friend tomy coun- 
try. Thefe are the fentiments of my 
heart. I know they are thofe of your 
lordfhip’s : And a communion of fuch fen- 
timents is a tye that wiil engage me to 
be, as long as I live, my lord,” 

Your nof faithful fervant. 
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Weftminfter on Thurfday, Nov. 14, and 
his majefty opened it with a moft graci- 
ous fpeech from the throne, which fee in 
our Magazine for laft year, p. 514. 

In anfwer to this fpeech moft !oyal ad- 
dreffes were voted by both houfes without 
any oppofition in either, and being pre- 
fented in the ufual manner, his majeity 
returned a moft gracious anfwer to each. 
(See our Magazine for laft year, p. 515, 
516.) 

As we gave in our fummary of the pre- 
ceding feffion a full account of the Weft- 
minfter ele@tion, and Mr, Murray’s com- 
mitment, which was the confequence of 
it, we muft of courfe begin the fummary 
of this laft feffion with an account, that 
on Nov. 20, after reading the feveral re- 
folutions and orders of the houfe made 
in the preceding feffion relating to the 
faid Mr. Murray, a motion was made by 
the lord vifc. Coke, “ That the Hon. 
Alex. Murray, Efq; who on Feb. 6, in 
the laft feffion of parliament, was, for 
dangerous and feditious practices, in vio- 
lation and contempt of the authcrity and 
privileges of this houfe, and of the free- 
dom of elections, ordered by this houfe 
to be committed clofe prifoner to his ma- 
jefty’s goal of Newgate, and was alfo at 
the fame time ordered by the houfe, to be 
brought to the bar thereof, to receive his 
faid fenténce there upon his knees, and 
before the faid fentence was received by 
him, did, by a high and moft dangerous 
contempt in him of the authority and 
privilege of this houfe, and by perfifting 
in the fame, avoid the execution of the 
faid fentence, during the remainder of the 
faid feffion of parliament, be now com- 
mitted clofe prifoner to his majefty’s 
goal of Newgate, for the faid dangcrous 
and feditious practices, in violation and 
contempt cf the authority and privilezes 
of this houfe, and of the freedom of elec- 
tions.”” 

Upon this motion there was a fhort 
debate, the fame being oppofed by KHum- 
phrey Sydenham, Efq; and the earl of 
Egmont, and fupported by Henry Pel- 
ham, Efq; anda motion was made for 
adjourning, which 1s a fort of previous 
queftion, that by the forms of proceeding 
mutt always be firft determined ; there- 
fore the queftion was put, To adjourn ; 
but this being carried in the negative, the 
gueftion was then put upon the first mo- 
tion, and carried in the affirmative ; and 
Mr. Speaker was ordered to iffue his war- 
rants accordingly. Then it was refolved, 
“© That the faid Alex. Murray do re- 
ceive the faid fentence, for his now be- 
ing committed c!ofe prifoner to his ma- 
jefty’s goal of Newgate, at the bar of 
this houfe, upon his kness.’” And it was 
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ordered, ** That the ferjeant at arms at- 
tending an houfe, do take the faid Alex. 
Murray into his cuflody, in order to his 
being rht to the bar of this houfe, 
to receive the faid fentence.”” 

Prefently after this, a complaint being

Which addrefs was ordered to be 
prefented to his majetty, by fuch mem- 
bers of the houfe as were of his majefty’s 
moft lion. privy council ; and next day 
Vir. Comptroller acquainted the houfe 
that the faid addrefs had been prefented, 
and that his majefty had commanded him 
to acquaint the that he would give

Mr. Chairman, 


I army in general, but to give fome rea- 
fons, why I think the fmaller number on 
your paper, at this time, more eligible 
than the greater ; and muft own, I was 
in great hopes the gentlemen on the other 
fide of the houfe, would have alfo been 
of my opinion ; efpecially, as they have 
concurred with us, in augmenting the fea- 
forces, which we laft year fo ftrenuoufly 
contended for. 

As a ftanding army has on all hands 
been allowed to be a necefiary evil, why 
fhould not we make that evil as {mall as 
poffible ? Efpecially, as the publick tran- 
quillity both at home and abroad, makes 
the prefent time, as reafonable for a re- 
duction of it, as any that can be propofed; 
and the immenfe national debt, and pref- 
fure which both land and commerce fuf- 
fer, from the load of taxes laid on them, 
fhould recommend the greateft ceconomy 
to us. 

But were our coffers full, and did not 
the exigency of the ftate require it ; has 
not Great-Britain a more natural force, 
and which juftly claims all the money 
we can poffibly fpare it ? A force which 
has been attended with fuccefs, not only 
in former wars, but even in the laft ; 
znd which enabled us to make the peace 
we did ? As therefore the 16,000 men pro- 
pofed, will anfwer all the ends intended 
by an army, in time of peace ; and as 
that number may foon be augmented on 
any emergency ; why fhould the offer, 
tho’ of a fmall faving, be rejected, when 
the weight of taxes the publick has long, 
and patiently, groaned under, may make 
them hope their reprefentatives will eafe 
thein from the moit unneceflary expences 
of government ? 

I muit beg leave to fay, I think the 
examples brought from ancient and mo- 
dern hiftory, by the Hon. gentleman un- 
der the gallery, are not parallel to the 
pre:ent gueftion ; for the conteft is not 
to difoand the whole army, but whe- 
ther 16,c00 men are not fufficient to an- 
fwer al! the ends of government in a 
time of profound peace?

We gave a fhort Sketch of the Act for the 
better preventing the barrid Crime o 
MURDER, i our laf, p. 144- The 
fillowing is a fuller and more accurate 
Account of the fame. 

N this law it is enaéted, That after the 

firftt day of Eafter term, (which be- 
gan on the rcth Inft.) all perfons who 
thall be found guilty of wilful murder, 
fhall be executed on the day next but 

one after fentence paffed, unlefs the fame . 

fhall be Suaday, and in that cafe om the 

Monday following. 

That the body of every murderer con- 
victed and executed in London or MH 
dlefex, or liberiics thereof, be immedi- 
ately conveyed by the theritfs or their de- 
puties, to furgeons-hall, or to fuch place, 
or delivered to fuch perfon as that com- 
pany fhall appoint, who are to give the 
fherifis a receipt for the fame ; and the 
faid body to be anatomized by the com- 
pany of furgeons or by whom they fhall 
appoint. In the other counties of Eng- 
land the judge or juftice of affize fhall 
award the fentence to be put in executi- 
on the next day but one after fuch con- 
viction, excepting it be on Sunday as 
abovementioned, and the body of the 
murderer fhall be delivered by the theriff 
or his deputy, to fuch furgeon as the 
judge fhall dire&, to be anatomized. 

Sentence of death fhall be pronounced 
in court immediately after the conviction 
of fuch murderer, and before the court 
proceeds to any other bufinefS, unlefs the 
court fee reafonable caufe for poitponing 
the fame ; in which fentence fhall be ex- 
prefied not only the ufual judgment of 
death, but alfo the time appointed by 
the fuid act for the execution thereof, 
and the marks of infamy therein directed 
for fuch offenders, in order to imprefs a

juft horror in the mind of the offender, 
and on the minds of fuch as fhall be pre- 
fent, of the heinous crime of murder. 

A difcretionary power is given to the 
tudge or juftice that tries any murderer, 
where he fees reafonabie caufe, to ftay the 
execution of the fentence, regard being 
always had to the truc intent of the faid 
act. 

The judge or juftice is empowered to 
appoint the body of any criminal to be 
hurg in chains: Rut in no cafe whatfo- 
ever the body of any murderer is to be 
fuffered to be buried ; unlefs after it has 
been firft dife&ted and anatomized as 
aforefaid; and every fuch judge or juftice 
1s thereby required to dirett the fame to 
be dif pofed of as pears or to 
he hung in chains, as is now done for the 


mot arrocious crimes. 
Immediately after cont vidtion, every 
murcercr is to be confined in a cell or 


fafe place feparate from the other prifo- 
ners, and no perfon whatfoever, except 
the coaler or his fervants, fhall have ac-

of the fheriff or his deputy. 

A further difcretionary power is given

‘That after five or fik weeks he re- 
turned to Henley, and then lived for five 
or fix months at her father’s houfe, after 
which he went to London, and foon af- 
ter his arrival there wrote to her father, 
to beg that the might be permitted to ftay 
for him till his unhappy affair with Mifs 
Murray (his pretended wife) was finally 
determined ; which letter her father defired 
her to anfwer, and gave her leave to an- 
fwer it in fuch manner as was moft 
agreeable to her; upon which the wrote 
to him, that fhe would ftay for him, 
and accept of no offer till his affair was 
brought toa decifion ; and that after this, 
tho’ fhe did not fee him for feveral 
months, they continued their correfpon- 
dence by letters almoft every poft. 

That in Mr. Cranftoun’s abfencé her 
mother went to Turville-court, near Hen- 
ley, and lived with Mrs. Pocock, where 
fhe was taken ill, and conftantly cried 
out, Let Cranftoun be fent for, which the 
at laft did, and when he came, her mo- 
ther rejoiced to fee him, and from that 
moment began to recover. That after her 
mother returned home, Mr. Cranftoun, 
with both her father and mother’s ap- 
probation, reficed at their houfe above fix 
months, during which time her father 
was fometimes extremely kind, and fome- 
times very rude to Mr. Cranftoun, as well 
as very harfh to his daughter. However, 
when the regiment was broke, which nape 
pened in this interval, her father told him, 
that as he was now broke, he fuppofed 
his cath would run low, and that chere- 
fore he was weicome to itay with him.

ters from Mifs Murray, figned N. Cran- 
fioun, informing them that fhe was Mr. 
Cranftoun’s Jawiul wife, and inclofe “d *

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land, declaring her to be fuch ; notwith- 
ftanding whereof he affirmed with many 
proteftations, that fhe never was his wife ; 
aad from other accounts it appears, he 
then pretended, that he was to appeal 
from that decree to the houfe of peers. 
Soon after this they returned to Henley, 


and from this time nothing extraordinary , 


happened until Sept. 28, 174.9, when her 
mother was taken ill, and died on Satur- 
day the 30th at night ; but on her death- 
bed recommended to her, not to violate 
the promifes fhe had made to Cranftoun ; 
and faid to Mr. Blandy, “ Your dawghter 
has fet her heart upon Cranftoun : When 
I am gone, let no one fet you againft this 
match ??? To which he anfwered, “ It 
fhall not be my fault, if this does not 
take place ; but they muft itay, you know, 
till the ny affair in Scotland is de- 
cided.”” Mr. Cranftoun fent his footman 
exprefs with letters both to her and her 
father upon this melancholy — 
which her father highly approved of, and 
infifted upon her writing to himthat night, 
tho’ her mother was then to be buried, to 
Jet him know, that he was as welcome 
to his houfe as before ; which fhe accord- 
ingly did, and her father feeming uneafy 
at his not coming, fhe wrote again, prefi- 
ing him to come immediately to Henley. 
To this he anfwered, that his fortune in 
Scotland being feized for the maintenance 
of Mifs Murray and her child, he was in 
danger of being arrefted for a debt of 
near 15 guineas, and was afraid of being 
followed by the bailiffs if he thould come 

o Henley ; upon which fhe fent him 15 
guineas, whereup n he came down to 
Henley and ftaid fome weeks with her 
father, whoreceived him with great mark 
of affection and efteem. 

During this time he talked to her of 
the great {kill of one Mrs. Morgan, a 
cunning woman in Scotland, who. had 
defcribed both her and her father in the 
moft perfeé& and furprifing manner, tho’ 
fhe had never feen eit her ; and that this 
woman had given him fome powders to 
take, which fhe called love powder s, of 
which he had by experience found an 
extraordinary effect. Thefe powders he 
often propofed giving her father fome of, 
becaufe, faid he, they will make him 


love me ; but whilft he ftaid there at 
that time, fhe always prevented it, as = 
had no faith in their prod lucing fuch a 


effe&. At Jait he had a dunning letter ne 
a debt of 1s]. which made him uneafy, 
as he faid he was not able to pay it,

want of money to carry him to Scot- 
land, whereup: n fhe him her 
watci h, with which my dep parted, and fhe 
never afterwards faw him ; ; but that her 
father and he parted upon the beft terms 
of friendfhip imaginable. 

After a digreffion, in which fhe gives 
an account of ftrange noifes and appear- 
ances at her father’s houfe whilft Cran- 
fioun was there this laft time, fhe fays, 
that he wrote a letter to her on his road 
to Scotland, defiring her to get her letters 
directed by one who wrote a more mafcu- 
line hand, left they fhould be intercepted 
by fome of Mifs Mu: i 
inffted upon her fubfcribing he 
inftead of M. B. After his 
wrote to her again, informing 
having told his mother, that they ha 
been married for forme time ; that 
his mother would write to her, as her 
daugh ter, by the very next poft, which 
fhe accor dingly did, and letter was 
accompanied oY one from Cranftoun, de- 
firing her, as the loved him, to anfwer 
his moth ain letter by the return of the 
poft, and to fign Mary Cranftoun at length, 
becaufe it would his mother ftir 
more in the Scotch affair ; after which fhe 
received feveral letters from lady Cran- 
ftoun with fome very handfome prefents 
of Scotch linen, as alfo from that lady's 
daughter Mrs. Selby and her hufband, all 
direéted to her as Cranftoun’s wife ; and 
that her father received a very complaifant 
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her 
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letter from lady Cranftoun, and another 
from her fon lord Cranftown ; during all 
which interval her father’s temper was 
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very uncertain, fometimes kind, fome- 
tines bitterly upbraiding her, and at laft 
he gave her orders to write to Cranftoun 
to come no more to Henley, till his affair 
with Mifs Murray was finally decided, 
which orders fhe punétually obeyed, and 
thereupon received an anfwer, complain- 
ing, that her father, he found, loved him 
no longer, and was afraid he would in- 
fpire her with the fame fentiments. 

After feveral other letters to the fame 
purpofe, the at la%, in April, or the be- 
ginning of May, 1751, received a letter 
from Cranitoun, acquainting her, that he 
had feen his old friend Mrs. Morgan, and 
that if he could procure any more of her 
powder, he would fend it with the Scotch 
pebbles he intended to make her a pre- 
fent of ; upon in her anfwer, fhe 
told him, that the would not give it her 
father, left it thould impair his health ; 
and to this in his next letter he replied, 
that he was extremely furprifed the fhould 
think he would fend any thing that might 
al to her father, as his own 
mntereft was fo apparently concerned in 
his prefervation. ‘Thefe words fhe took 
to refer to a converfation they had toge- 
ther a little before he fet out for Scotland, 
in which the had told him, that fhe was 
fure her father was not a man of a very 
contiderable fortune, but,that, if he lived, 
fhe was perfuaded, he would provide very 
handfomely for them and theirs, as he lived 
fo retired, and his bufineis was every day 
increaling. 

In June, 1751, the pebbles and powder 
arrived, and upon the paper containing 
the powder was wrote, Powder to clean 
Scotch pebbles, as he had before informed 
her ; and next day the received a letter, 
defiring her to give her father the powder 
mixed in a dith of tea. Some mornings 
after, the put fome of it into a dith of tea 
defigned for her father, but finding it did 
not mix, fhe threw the tea out of the 
vindow ; and as the powder fwam on 
the top of the liquor, the could obferve 
no part of it adhering to the fides of the 
cup; from whence fhe fhews the falthood 
of fome things fworn againft her at her 
trial. She next poft wrote to Cranftoun, 
that the powder would not mix with tea, 
and fhe would not try it any more, left 
her father fhould find it out ; whereupon 
fhe received feveral letters from him, af- 
furing her, that the powder was quite in- 
nocent, and begging the would give it in 
gruci, or fomething thicker thin tea; by 
which the was at laft fatally prevailed on 
to put fome of it in her father’ 
grucl on Monday morning, 
ne aa 
night 

Next morning, as he had done at din- 
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ner the day before, he complained of a 
pain in his ftomach, and the heart-burn, 
which he ever did before he had the gravel, 
She fent at eleven o’clock for Mr. Norton, 
who advifed a little phyfick the next day, 
being Wednefday. On Tuefday night, and 
alfo next morning, her father had fome 
more water-gruel, but fhe neither did 
know, nor could imagine, that it was the 
fame in which fhe had put the powder, 
which had been made for him on the Sa- 
turday night preceding ; for the could not 
fuppofe, that the cook-maid would offer 
fuch ftale gruel to her mafter ; and as fhe 
now began to think it was foolifh in her 
to give any of the powder to her father, 
and was afraid left her folly fhould be dif- 
covered, fhe that day threw the remain- 
ing part of the powder, together with 
Cranftoun’s letters, into the fire. 

From this time her father continued 
fometimes better, fometimes worfe, till 
Saturday the roth, -when Mr. Norton told 
her, he thought him in danger ; where- 
upon the fent immediately for Dr. Adding- 
ton, tho’ her father had ordered him not 
to be fent for till next day. The doctor 
came accordingly that night, and pre- 
fcribed for her father, who next day 
thought himfelf better ; and fhe took that 
opportunity to anfwer a letter fhe had on 
the Friday before received from Cranftoun, 
in which fome fecrets of his family were 
difclofed ; therefore in her anfwer, fhe 
advifed him to take care what he wrote, 
which anfwer fhe gave to her father’s 
clerk to direét, and put into the poft- 
office, but he opened and kept it. On 
Monday Dr. Addington came again to fee 
her father, and by his orders fhe was im- 
mediately confined to her room, her gar- 
ters, keys, and letters, taken from her 
by the doétor himfelf, and a man put into 
the fame room with her as a guard, with- 
out one woman to attend her ; and foon 
after Dr. Addington, together with Dr. 
Lewis, who had been likewife called, 
came into her room, and told her, that 
nothing could fave her father, whereupon, 
as foon as fhe could recover, fhe told 
them, that fhe had given him fome pow- 
ders, which fhe received from Cranftoun, 
and feared they: might have hurt him, 
tho’ that villain affured her they were 
of a very innocent nature ; on which Dr. 
Addington afked her feveral queftions, 
one of which was, why the did not take 
fome of the powders herfelf, if fhe thought 
them fo innocent ; to which fhe anfwered, 
that she was never defired by Cranftoun 
to take them, and if they could produce 
fuch an “effeét as was afcribed to them, 
fhe was fure fhe had no need of them; 
hut had he defired it, the fhould moft 
catainiy have done is, Tho’ 


















Tho’ fhe was fenfible, that the perfon 
who gave the orders had no right to con- 
fine her, yet fhe patiently fubmitted, as 
her room was very near her father’s, and 
fhe was fearful of difturbing him, and 
confequently fhe continued confined as 
before-mentioned, till her father’s death, 
on Wednefday about two o’clock in the 
afternoon, when all his keys were deli- 
vered to her, except that of his ftudy, 
which fhe had before committed to the 
care of her uncle Mr. Stevens, of Fawley, 

With this the ends her narrative; which, 
if not true, is moft artfully drawn up, as 
a natural and unaffected fimplicity appears 
throughout the whole; and there are 
fome letters of no great moment annexed 
to it, with an account of her execution, 
as follows : 

On Monday, April 6, 1752, the day 
deftined for her execution, the under 
fheriff, attended by one of Mifs Blandy’s 
friends, vifited her a little after eight 
o'clock in the morning. She then dif- 
covered fome anxiety and apprehenfions, 
in relation to her future ftate, that had 
never before appeared. She faid, that 
many fins, both of omiffion and commif- 
fion, which fhe had formerly confidered 
as trifles, feemed at that time to be very 
black and enormous to her. ‘The mini- 
fter, who was then alfo prefent, took a 
frefh opportunity from hence to prefs her 
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always affured him fhe did, and placed an 
unfhaken confidence in the mercy of God, 
through the merits of Chriit ; and neither 
thofe merits nor that mercy, to fincere 
penitents, would admit of any limits. 
This gave her great confolation, infomuch 
that fhe foon refumed her former calm- 


A nefs, and declared herfelf not only wiil- 
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ence more to declare the truth, in relati- D 


on to her intention and knowledge of the 
noxious quality of the fatal powder, by 
urging, that a failure herein would be a 
crime of a much deeper dye, than thofe 
which filled her with fuch terrible ap- 
prehenfions. But to this fhe immediate- 
ly replied, that the fhould perfift in her 
former declaration to the moment of her 
death ; and that this the would impart 
to the people attending her execution. 
The under fheriff, and the gentleman at- 
tending him, alfo begged, that fhe would 
not impofe upon herfelf, as well as upon 
the world, in thefe her laft moments. 
To which the anfwered much in the fame 
terms as fhe had done before. She like- 
wife appeared after this to be fomething 
more caim and compofed. And the mi- 
nifter, in order ftill more to comfort her, 
told her, that the devil frequently prefent- 
ed former fins as much more heinous than 
they really were to even fome of the beft 
chriftians themfelves, when they were 
upon the confines of cternity, in order to 
rufe and difcompofe them ; and that 
therefore, probably, the fcene that at pre- 
fent feemed to difturb her, was nothing 
more than one of his illufions: But that, 
however that might be, fhe had no rea- 
fon to be afraid of any of her fins, if fhe 
fincerely repented of them, as the had 
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ing but even inclinable to die. 
About nine o’clock fhe came out o 
her bed-chamber, and was attended by 
the aforefaid minifter to the place of exe 
ecution. Here he read fome of the com- 
mendatory forms of prayer, and flie join- 
ed moft fervently with him. After this 
was ended, he faid to her, ‘* Madam, 
you may now, if you think proper, and 
have a fufficient flow of fpirits, fpeak to 
the people.”” She then addreffed herfelf 
to them, with a clear and audible voice, 
in the following terms. ‘*‘ Good people, 
give me leave to declare to you, that lam 
perfe@ly innocent, as to any intention to 
defiroy or even hurt my dear father ; that 
I did not know, or even fufpect, that 
there was any poifonous quality in the fa- 
tal powder I gave him ; tho’ I can never 
be too much punifhed for being even the 
innocent caufe of his death. As to my 
mother’s and Mrs. Pocock’s deaths, that 
have been unjuftly laid to my charge, I 
am not even the innocent caufe of them, 
nor did I in the leaft contribute to them. 
So help me God in thefe my Jaft moments, 
And may I not meet with eternal falvati- 
on, nor be acquitted by Almighty God, in 
whofe awful prefence I am inftantly to 
appear, if the whole of what is here af- 
ferted, be not true. I from the bottom 
of my foul forgive all thofe concerned in 
my profecution ; and particularly the ju- 
ry, notwithftanding their fatal verdiét.’” 
She then afcended the ladder, and fpoke 
gain to the following effect, ‘* Good 
people, take warning by me to be on 
your guard againft the fallics of any irre- 
gular paflion ; and pray for me, that I 
may be accepted at the throne of grace.”” 
After which fhe was turned off; and, 
in about half an hour’s time, cut down. 
The body was then carried to a neigh- 
bouring houfe, and put into a coffin ; 
from thence it was conducted, about five 
o'clock in the afternoon, in a hearfe, to 
Henley ; and interred about eleven o'clock 
in the chancel of the church there, where 
the bodies of her father and mother had 
been depofited. Mifs Blandy fuffered in 
a black bombazine fhort fack and petti- 
coat, with a clean white handerchief 
drawn over her face. Her hands were 
tied together with a ftrong black ribband, 
and her feet, at her own requeft, almoft 
touched the ground. The number of 
Aaz2 peopis 
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people attending her execution was com- 


puted at about 5000; many of whom, 
and particularly feveral gentlemen of the 
univerfity, were obferved to thed tears. 
She behaved with fuch ferenity and com- 
pofure, and with fuch a decent refolution, 
as greatly furprifed and charmed many of 
the {ped tors 5 and fuch as fome there 
prefent thought nothing but a confciouf- 


nefs of the truth of what the had afferted, 
and a well grounded hope of future feli- 
city, could infpire. Contrary to what is 
obferved at other executions, there was 
alinott a profound filence during the time 
of this. Inf the whole was fo well 
cond rade fuch a deep im- 
preffion upon the minds of the people 
prefent, at the circumftances attending 
Mifs Blandy’s execution will not foon be 
forgotten it Oxford

minutes, and repeating the fame a few 
times ; this, unlefs it be apoftumated, 
abfolutely takes off the heat, pain, throb- 
bing, inflammation, &c. The ufe of di- 
{tilled vinegar, upon this occafion, never 
fails. What fleeplefs nights, agonies of 
pain, and lofs of nails, for want of fo fa- 
lutary an application ! 

But to give the reader a full idea of the 
excellence of its repelling quality, I will 
fubjoin a fhort narrative of an accident 
which I faw, and which might have been 
attended with terrible confequences, had 
improper medicines been applied. 

A porter with a hamper of wine upon 
his back, going too near a houfe which 
was then repairing, and the floors taken 
up, heedlefly tred upon an oaken plank 
wherein were large rufty nails, points up- 
wards, three of which pierced thro” his 
fhoes and ftockings, and entered the fole 
of his foot above the depth of two inches, 
hoth feet wounded. The poor man, whe- 


’ ther thro’ prefent pain, or dread of what 


might be (for we have heard of amputa- 
tions from trifling accidents comparative 
to this) turned pale and very fick. When 
his thoes and ftockings were drawn off, 
not a fingle drop of blood appeared, but 
three holes with a frightful livid hue, very 
large indeed, and black with the ruft 
which the nails had left in them. Under 
thefe calamitous circumftances, wounded 
in the moft fenfible and withal a depend- 
ing part, amidft a complex of nerves, 
finews, and tendons, what was to be done 
to prevent the influx of humours ? Many 
urged, that the part fhould be bath’d 
with brandy, rum, or camphorated fpirits ; 
others, warm fomentations, the holes to 
be filled with tents armed with digeftives ; 
others, pultices well faturated with oil of 
turpentine, and previous to this, revul- 
fions to be made by opening a vein in the 
arm, an emetick, cathartick, &c. Inftead 
of all this apparatus, nothing was done 
but flannels dipt in diftilled vinegar, wrapt 
about the legs and feet, and often renewed 
during the day ; at night were laid to the 
feet thick rofe-cakes, which had been long 
foaked in and had imbibed a great deal of 
diftilled vinegar, and tied on by a flack 
bandage. ‘The confequence of this was, 
a freedom from pain all night, and as much 
fleep as could be expected from fuch a po- 
fition of the limb as would not admit of 
change of fituation. In the morning no 
heat, fwelling, nor inflammation, nor li- 
vidnefs, about the orifices of the wounds, 
but quite clofed up. In a word, he found 
an abfolute cure next day from the fole 
application of diftilled vinegar.

On Mifs CHARLOT CLAYTON’s 
Brrtu-Day, Dec. 11. 


HE fhorteft day, and longeft night, 
Gave birth to all that’s fair and bright, 
So from the cloud of blackeft dye, 
The brighteft lightnings always fly. 
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ay N March z¢, at the affizes 
» at Shrewfbury, 5 perfons 
received fenter ceor death, 
one for burglary, two for 
fheep-itealing, one for 
Kf horfe-ftealing, and a wo- 
7h man for picking pockets: 
On the 30th his majefty in council de- 
clared his irtertion of going out of the 
kinedom for a fhort time, and hominated 
the following perfons to be lords juttices 
during his abfence, viz. the Abp. of Can- 
terbury, lord Hardwicke lord chancellor, 
earl Granville lord prefident, earl Gower 
lord privy-feal, duke of Marlborough lord 
fteward, duke of Grafton lord chamber- 
lain, duke of Argyll, duke of Newcaftle 
one of his majefiy’s principal fecretaries 
of ftate, duke of Dorfet lord lievtenant 
of Ireland, lord Cavendith of Hardwick, 
commonly called marquis of Hartington, 
matter of the horfe, earl of Holdernetie 
another of his majefty’s principal fecreta- 
ries of ftate, earl of Albemarle groom of 
the ftole, lord Anfon firft commifioner of 
the admiralty, .and Henry Pelham, Efq; 
firft commiffioner of the treafury. 

The next day, at five in the morning, 
his majefty fet out from St. James’s for 
Harwich, to embark for Holland, in or- 
der to proceed for Hanover, 

At the affizes at York, a man for 
ftealing, two men for houfe-breaking, 
one for ftealing a gelding, and a woman 
for ficaling ig guineas, received fentence 
of death. At Taunton 3 men were con- 
demned for theep-itealing ; and at the af- 
fizes at Stratford for the county of War- 
wick three were capitally convicted. 

Fripay, Arpil 3. 

The affizes ended at Kingfton for the 
county of Surrey, when 12 men and 2 
women received fentence of death, viz. 
Robert Darby for robbing the Weftern 
mail, July 29 laft, ori Black- Water-Heath; 
Edward Smith (pleaded guilty) Robert 
Stamper and Benjamin Mitchel for rob- 
bing Jolin Lawfon, Efq; on Putney com- 

*mon; John Saunders (pleaded guilty) and 
Charles Campbel, for knocking at the 
door, and then forcibly entering the houfe 
of Mr. Cooper in the Grange-Walk, 
Southwark, binding him and his fon, and 
taking thereout fundry goods ; Thomas 
Gregory, and George Thorowguod, for 
horfe-ftealing ; John Hamilton for for- 
gery ; Alexander M’Key for high treafon, 
in making counterfeit fhillings ; Richard 
atrick and Mary Morgan for burglary ; 
William Peacock, for fheep-ftealing ; and 
Mary Langfden, for Realing in a dwells 
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ing-houfe 5 guineas. The judge repriev- 
ed the 7 following before he left the 
town, viz. Smith, Stamper, Mitchell, 
Morgan, Langfcen, Thorowgood, and 
Peacock. 

At this affizes Robert Linguard was 
tried for perjury, in fully fwearine at the 
triadl of Richard Coleman, who was ex- 
ecuted for thé murder of Sarah Gicen, 
that he, Lingward, faw Coleman go by 
his houfe, the Horfe and Groom near 
Newington church, with a woman, be- 
tween 11 afd 12 on the night the 
poor worrtan was fo inhurmianly treated, 
upon whofe evidence ‘tis fuppoled the 
jury found Coleman guilty. (See Mag. 
for laft year, p. 426.) Upon this trial it 
was proved by 3 witneffes that fuoped 
with Linguard at his houfe that night, 
that he went to bed drunk between g and 
ro o'clock, and that they ftayed there 
till near 12°: Many other proofs appear- 
ed, that made it paft difpute, that he was 
guilty. His fentence was to itand in the 
pillory for one hour, to be imprifoned 1 
months, and afterwards to be tranfported 
for 7 years. 

Monpay, 6. 

Mifs Blandy was executed at Oxford 
for poifoning her father. (See her triaf 
in our laft, p. 127.) We have already 
given an account of her behaviour at he 
execution, (p. 188.) and fhall here ad 
the following circumftances. When fhe 
got up about ¢ fteps of the ladder, the 
jaid, Gentlemen, I beg you will not hang 
me high, for the fake of decency ; and 
being defired to go up a little higher, 
fhe did two fteps more, and then turns 
ing herfeif on the ladder, had a litt] 
trembling, and faid, I am afraid I thal 
fall.

THURSDAY, 9. 

At the affizes at Chefter, Stanley, 
M’Canelly, Morgan and Boyde, all Irith- 
men, received fentence of death for the 
late moft audacious robbery of Mr. John 
Porter’s houfe, about two miles from 
Chefter ; which remarkable affair, with 
the extraordinary behaviour of Mr. Por- 
ter’s youngelt daugliter, a girl about 13 
years of age, our readers may fee a full ac- 
count of inour Magazine for February lait, 
Pp. So. Boyde, on account of his youth, 
and his having begged of his comrades to 
{pare Mr. Porter’s life, had his judgment 
changed for tranfportation ; but the 3 
others were ordered to be executed. One 
Robinfon was condemned at.the fame af- 
fizes for a robbery, but reprieved, 

Monpray, 13. 
Thomas Aftiicy, gardener, of INeworth, 
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was tried at the.Old Bailey for wilful and 
corrupt perjury, in fwearing at the trial 
of Jofeph Goddard (who was tried in Sept. 
fefions, for robbing Henry Simons the 
Jew of 554 ducats,) that he, Afhley, on 
Aug. 21. near the turnpike.,on-Smailber- 
ry-Green, did throw the Jew into a ditch 
and fcratch him with briars ; and alfo, 
that he did throw a ftone againit the faid 
Simons the Jew and break his head, and 
caufe the blood to come: And this was 
faid to be in contradiction to what the 
Jew fwore at Goddard's trial, which was, 
that his head was broke by the perfons 
that robbed him. It appeared upon the 
teftimony of two women that were pre- 
fent during the whole tranfaction at 
SmalJberry-Greea, and alfo of ‘three gen- 
tlemen that were riding along the road at 
that time, that Afhley was drunk and run 
after the Jew, but that he did not put 
him in a ditch, orthrow any ftone at 
him, or hurt him at all: The people 
where he lodged that night at Brertford, 
proved that tlie Jew was no ways bloody 
or hurt when he came there. The trial 
lafted about 7 hours, and the jury, without 
going out of court, brought him in guilty, 
The counfel for the profeeution were Mr. 
Huine Campbell, Mr. Ford, and Mr. Da- 
vey ; for the prifoner, Mr. ferjeant Hay- 
ward and Mr. Lawfon. (See an account 
of the trial between Mr. James Athley 
and the Jew, in our laft, p. 137.) 
TursDAY, 14. 

The feffions ended at the Old Bailey, 
when the 7 following malefactors received 
fentence of death, viz. John Salifbury, 
for robbing the turnpike-man on Smali- 
berry-Green ; John Stevens for a rob- 
bery on the highway ; Robert Lake, for 
robbing the Rev. Mr. Noble on Mount 
Pleafant ; George Hail and George Baffet, 
for a burglary ; John Turner, for fteal- 
ing 20 fheep ; and John Knight, for 
ftealing a filver pint-mug, and two fiiver 
fpoons, in a dwelling-houfe. Lord Lem- 
fter, for killing capt. Grey in a duel, (fee 
p. 142.) was found guilty of manflaughter, 

WEDNESDAY, 16. 

The anniverfary of the birth of his

FRIDAY, 17- 

Came on at the court of King’s-bench, 
Weftminfter, a trial, wherein Dr. Thomp- 
fon, an eminent phyfician, was plaintiff, 
and an apothecary defendant. The aéti- 
-on was brought for defamatory words 
fpoken by the defendant, in order to 
prejudice the plaintiff in his profeffion. 
After a trial of 4 hours, the faé& being 
fully proved, and numbers of the nobility 
and perfons of the firft diftin€tion ap- 
pearing in fupport of the do€tor’s reputa- 
tion, the jury brought in a verdi@ for 
the plaintiff. 

FRIDAY, 24. 

This morning about fix o’clock, Robert 
Darby, who was convi¢ted the laft affizes 
at Kingfton for robbing the Weftern mail, 
was conveyed in a coach and four from 
the New-goal, attended by a party of 
horfe grenadiers, to Blackwater-heath, 
and executed purfuant to his fentence. 
He is hung in chains at the faid place. 

Monpay, 27. 

Stevens, Lake, Hall, Baffet and Tur- 
ner, condemned Iaft Seffions at the Old- 
Bailey, were this day executed at Tyburn. 
Knight was ordered to be tranfported for 
life. 

WEDNESDAY, 29. 

Salifbury, another of the condemned 
malefactors, was executed on Smallberry- 
Green, for robbing the Turnpike man 
there, and dangeroufly wounding him ; 
and afterwards hung in chains.
